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An outstanding question at this 
tim e on the desert is the prospect 
of a general display of w ild flowers 
this coming spring. 
T here are two 
m ajor factors entering into the fore­ 
cast, the am ount of fu tu re rainfall 
and the spacing of th at rainfall. 
It 
is alm ost certain there w ill be more 
rain but it is uncertain as to the 
lim e of that rainfall. 
Seeds lie in a thin stratum of soil 
and it is necessary if germ ination 
is to take place that this seed zone 
be m oist from now on. 
This means 
that rains m ust fall at intervals, as­ 
suring the m oistening of this thin 
surface layer of soil until rooting 
has taken place and the young roots 
become able to follow the m oisture 
line dow nw ard. 
If you follow the 
tim ing of the rains you can become 
your ow n flower season 
prophet. 
However, there are som e flowers 
now if you wish to h u n t for them . 
But this is a trite statem ent as there 
are some flowers every m onth of the 
year on the desert if 
you 
know 
w here to look for them . 
A nother m ajor problem in 
con­ 
nection w ith rainfall is to train the 
rain to fall Sunday night so as not 
to interfere w ith the desert w eek­ 
end. 
If someone could solve 
that 
riddle. "W ouldn't that 
be 
som e­ 
thing!"

senior field representative, repre­ 
senting Commissioner John Col­ 
lier of the Indian B ureau in W ash­ 
ington. arrived here W ednesday 
to assist H. H. Q uackenbush. who 
has 
charge of 
the reservation. 
The two m en will be here several 
months. 


The decision 
by 
federal 
Judge 
Leon Yankwich, on July 23, declared 
allotm ents m ade to the Indians to 
be illegal, and all 
the reservation 
now becomes tribal property. Thus 
the leases, and there are m ore than 
a thousand of them , m ade by In ­ 
dians to whites, are now illegal. 
It 
is the intention of the departm ent to 
be able to m ake long tim e leases, 
up to 25 years or more, and thus 
prom ote, under federal supervision, 
the construction of attractive and 
durable buildings, and to generally 
im prove the reservation to conform 
to the rest of Palm Springs.

Also the sharp angle vollies which 
asually develop for a clean place­ 
ment, and the sudden use of a well 
placed lob, catching the defensive 
team flat-footed, is also very pleas­ 
ing to the eye of an appreciative 
tennis gallery. 
The use of finesse of a w ell-round­ 
ed doubles team, is truly a thing of 
beauty to watch. A well placed shot 
by one man. so that his partner may 
make the “kill," makes a truly great 
doubles team. 
The gam e of singles when played 
by two top-notch tournam ent play­ 
ers, is a thing of beauty to watch. 
Many of the things which I have 
outlined for a good doubles play, can 
of course also be executed in 
sin­ 
gles. B ut when a tennis gallery has

During the summer and early fall 
he must gel to reserve supplies of 
water and has used considerable 
ingenuity in meeting this necessity.

These are a source of water and the 
coyotes had dug into them, creating 
water-filled holes which might, in a 
pinch, be referred to as a miniature 
well.
